This 
collection is also an essential input to the benchmarking of the 
Tourism Satellite Account (TSA). The specific data items required for 
the TSA are met through the standard data items collected from this 
survey. 


The main external user of this survey is the Department of Industry, 
Tourism and Resources (DITR). Key requirements are estimates on 
the size and structure of the industry. 


SCOPE 

The survey's scope includes businesses that generate income predominantly from 
the provision of meals consumed on the premises, or from the provision of catering 
services at specified locations or events. These businesses are classified according 


to Class 4511 (Cafes and Restaurants) and Class 4513 (Catering Services) of the 
2006 edition of the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification 
(ANZSIC).

OVERVIEW 


The Career Experience survey collects information on the career experiences of 
employees. The main populations of interest are employees (excluding those aged 
15-20 who are still attending school), and employees with children under 12 years of 
age. 


PURPOSE 


Data collected in this survey are used in the formulation and monitoring of policy 
relating to workplace flexibility, barriers to career development, workers with family 
responsibilities. 


SCOPE 


This survey is conducted as part of the Monthly Population Survey, which comprises 
the Labour Force Survey and, in most months, a supplementary survey topic. 


SCOPE - Labour Force Survey 
The Labour Force Survey includes all persons aged 15 and over except: 


e members of the permanent defence forces; 

e certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, customarily excluded 
from census and estimated populations; 

e overseas residents in Australia; and 

e members of non-Australian defence forces (and their dependants) stationed in 
Australia. 


From July 1993 Jervis Bay Territory is also excluded from the scope of the survey. 


Before July 1993 it was included in estimates for the Australian Capital Territory. 
SCOPE: Career Experience 


The scope for Career Experience was the same as that used for the Labour Force 
Survey except that it was restricted to persons aged 15 and over who were wage and 
salary earners in their current position. Students at boarding school, some patients in 
hospitals and sanatoriums and inmates of reformatories, goals, etc., persons aged 15 
to 20 still at school and persons who worked solely for payment in kind were also 
excluded. 


This supplementary survey includes some job-holders who are excluded from 
estimates of employees published in Labour Force Australia (ABS Cat. no. 6203.0). 
These are persons who were away from work: 


e on workers compensation and were not returning (or were unsure about 
returning) to their employer 

e for 4 weeks or more without pay 

e and stood down for less than 4 weeks for reasons other than bad weather or 
plant breakdown 


In Labour Force, Australia (ABS Cat. no. 6203.0) these job-holders would be 
classified as unemployed or not in the labour force, according to their activity in the 
reference week. As this survey asks details over a longer period of time, it is 
appropriate to classify these persons as job-holders for the purpose of this survey. 
From July 1997, all supplementary surveys excluded persons in remote and sparsely 
settled areas of Australia. The exclusion of these persons has only a minor effect on 


estimates for individual States or Territories. 
COVERAGE - Labour Force Survey 


In the Labour Force Survey, coverage rules are applied which aim to ensure that 
each person is associated with only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of 
selection. The chance of a person being enumerated at two separate dwellings in the 
one survey is considered to be negligible. 


Persons who are away from their usual residence for six weeks or less at the time of 
interview are enumerated at their usual residence (relevant information may be 
obtained from other usual residents present at the time of the survey).

The survey presents data relating to workplace flexibility, barriers to career 
development and workers with family responsibilities by collecting information on the 
career experiences of wage and salary earners, including details of current job, 


changes in job, training opportunities, breaks from work (of more than 6 months 
duration), reason for breaks from work, numbers of dependent children and child care 
arrangements.

OVERVIEW 

The collection of statistics for the Casinos industry is undertaken 
annually. The collection is a survey of employing businesses 
classified to the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC) class 9322 Casinos. 


PURPOSE 

The main purpose of the Casino survey was to measure the size and 
structure of the casino industry in terms of employment and financial 
contribution for time comparisons. Users of statistics include 
Government, industry bodies and professional organisations. 


SCOPE 

The scope of the collection was all employing businesses whose 
predominant activity is casino services (i.e. classified to the 
Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification 
(ANZSIC) class 9322 Casinos). 


Class 9322 includes businesses mainly engaged in providing a range 
of gambling services in addition to totalisator or gaming machine 
services, and other amusements, in a building to which the general 
public has access. Included are businesses providing food, liquor and 
accommodation services in addition to a full range of gambling 
services. 


DATA DETAIL 


Conceptual framework 

The survey of the Casino Industry is undertaken as part of the ABS 
program of annual economic surveys. The data items will be 
consistent with Economic Activity Survey (EAS) specifications, and 
outputs will provide key financial statistics in respect of ANZSIC 9322 
and National Accounts requirements.

OVERVIEW 


The registration of deaths is the responsibility of the individual state 
and territory Registrars of Births, Deaths and Marriages. As part of 
the registration process, information about the cause of death is 
supplied by the medical practitioner certifying the death or bya 
coroner. Other information about the deceased is supplied by a 
relative or other person acquainted with the deceased, or by an 
official of the institution where the death occurred. This information is 
provided to the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) by individual 
Registrars for coding and compilation into aggregate statistics. In 
addition, for coroner certified deaths, the ABS supplements this data 
with information from the National Coronial Information System 
(NCIS). 


PURPOSE 

Availability of high quality death statistics, and consequently 
population estimates and mortality data, is of importance to all levels 
of government (Commonwealth, State and Local). High quality 
mortality statistics are used as a fundamental measure of the health 
of the population. 


SCOPE 

Ideally, for compiling annual time series, the number of deaths should 
be recorded and reported as those which occurred within a given 
reference period such as a calendar year. However, there can be 
lags in the registration of deaths with the state or territory registries 
and so not all deaths are registered in the year they occur, There 
may also be further delays to the ABS receiving lodgement of the 
death from the registries due to processing or data transfer lags. 


Therefore every death record will have: 


= a date on which the death occurred (the date of occurrence); 

= a date on which the death is registered with the state and 
territory registry (date of registration); and 

= a date on which the registered death is lodged with the ABS and 
deemed in scope. 


With exception to the statistics published by Year of Occurrence, all 
deaths referred to in the Causes of Death publication relate to the 
number of deaths registered, not those which actually occurred, in 
the years shown. 


Scope 


The scope for each reference year of the death registrations includes: 


= deaths registered in the reference year and received by the ABS 
in the reference year: 

= deaths registered in the reference year and received by the ABS 
in the first quarter of the subsequent year; and 

= deaths registered in the years prior to the reference year but not 
received by ABS until the reference year or the first quarter of the 
subsequent year, provided that these records have not been 
included in any statistics from earlier periods. 


From 2007 onwards, data for a particular reference year includes all 
deaths registered in Australia for the reference year that are received 
by the ABS by the end of the March quarter of the subsequent year. 
Death records received by the ABS during the March quarter of 2017 
which were initially registered in 2016 (but for which registration was 
not fully completed until 2017) were assigned to the 2016 reference 
year. Any registrations relating to 2016 which were received by the 
ABS from April 2017 will be assigned to the 2017 reference year. 


Prior to 2007, the scope for the reference year of the Death 
Registrations collection included: 


= deaths registered in the reference year and received by the ABS 
in the reference year: 

= deaths registered in the reference year and received by the ABS 
in the first quarter of the subsequent year; and 

= deaths registered during the two years prior to the reference year 
but not received by the ABS until the reference year. 


Coverage 


The ABS Causes of Death collection includes all deaths that occurred 
and were registered in Australia, including deaths of persons whose 
usual residence is overseas. Deaths of Australian residents that 
occurred outside Australia may be registered by individual Registrars, 
but are not included in ABS deaths or causes of death statistics. 


Deaths registered on Norfolk Island from 1 July 2016 are included in 
this publication for the first time. This is due to the introduction of the 
Norfolk Island Legislation Amendment Act 2015. Norfolk Island 
deaths are included in statistics for "Other Territories" as well as 
totals for all of Australia. Deaths registered on Norfolk Island prior to 
1 July 2016 were not in scope for death statistics. 


The current scope of the statistics includes: 


all deaths being registered for the first time; 

deaths in Australia of temporary visitors to Australia; 

deaths occurring within Australian Territorial waters; 

deaths occurring in Australian Antarctic Territories or other 

external territories; 

= deaths occurring on Norfolk Island from 1 July 2016 are included. 
This is due to the introduction of the Norfolk Island Legislation 
Amendment Act 2015. Norfolk Island deaths are included in 
statistics for ‘Other Territories’ as well as totals for all of Australia. 
Deaths occurring on Norfolk Island prior to 1 July 2016 are not in 
scope for Deaths statistics; 

= deaths occurring in transit (i.e. on ships or planes) if registered in 
the state of 'next port of call’; 

= deaths of Australian nationals overseas who were employed at 
Australian legations and consular offices (i.e. deaths of 
Australian diplomats while overseas) where able to be identified; 
and 

= deaths that occurred in earlier reference periods that have not 

been previously registered (late registrations). 


The scope of the statistics excludes: 


= repatriation of human remains where the death occurred 
overseas; 

= deaths overseas of foreign diplomatic staff (where these are able 
to be identified); 

# stillbirths/fetal deaths (these are included in counts of perinatal 
deaths, which are included in the Causes of Death, Australia 
publication). 


Scope of perinatal death statistics 


The scope of perinatal death statistics includes all fetal deaths (at 
least 20 weeks' gestation or at least 400 grams' birth weight) and 
neonatal deaths (all live born babies who die within 28 completed 
days of birth, regardless of gestation or birth weight). 


Fetal deaths are registered only as a stillbirth, and are not in scope of 
either the Births, Australia (cat. no. 3301.0) or Deaths, Australia (cat. 
no. 3302.0) collections. Fetal deaths are part of the Perinatal 
collection, but not the Causes of Death collection. Neonatal deaths 
are in scope of the Deaths, Causes of Death and Perinatal 


collections. 


DATA DETAIL 
Conceptual framework 


Deaths registered in the reference year are coded using the 10th 
revision of the International Classification of Diseases (ICD-10). All 
morbid conditions, diseases and injuries entered on the death 
certificate are coded. These include those involved in the morbid train 
of events leading to death which were classified as either the 
underlying cause, the immediate cause, or any intervening causes 
and those conditions which contributed to death, but were not related 
to the disease or condition causing death. For deaths where the 
underlying cause was identified as an external cause (injury or 
poisoning) multiple causes include circumstances of injury, the nature 
of injury as well as any other conditions reported on the death 
certificate. 


Main outputs 


Main outputs include underlying cause of death, multiple causes of 
death and perinatal deaths by: reference year and year of 
occurrence; geography; and demographic characteristics (including 
age, sex, country of birth and Indigenous status). 


Classifications 


Socio-Demographic Classifications 


A range of socio-demographic data is available from the causes of 
death collection. Standard classifications used in the presentation of 
causes of death statistics include age, sex, country of birth, and 
Indigenous status. Statistical standards for social and demographic 
variables have been developed by the ABS. Where these are not 
released in the Causes of Death published outputs, they can be 
sourced on request from the ABS. 


Geographic Classifications 


Two geographic classifications are used: 


s The Australian Statistical Geography Standard (ASGS) for Usual 
Residence. Since the publication of Causes of Death, Australia, 
2011, the ABS has released data based on this geography 
classification. 

= The Standard Australian Classification of Countries (SACC) for 
Country of Birth. 


Health Classifications 


International Classification of Diseases (ICD) 

The International Classification of Diseases (ICD) is the international 
standard classification for epidemiological purposes and is designed 
to promote international comparability in the collection, processing, 
classification, and presentation of cause of death statistics. The 
classification is used to classify diseases and causes of disease or 
injury as recorded on many types of medical records as well as death 
records. The ICD has been revised periodically to incorporate 
changes in the medical field. Currently the ICD 10th revision is used 
for Australian cause of death statistics. 

The ICD-10 is a variable-axis classification meaning that the 
classification does not group diseases only based on anatomical 
sites, but also on the type of disease. Epidemiological data and 
statistical data is grouped according to: 


= epidemic diseases; 

constitutional or general diseases; 
local diseases arranged by site; 
developmental diseases; and 
injuries. 


For example, a systemic disease such as sepsis is grouped with 
infectious diseases; a disease primarily affecting one body system, 
such as a myocardial infarction, is grouped with circulatory diseases; 
and a congenital condition, such as spina bifida, is grouped with 
congenital conditions. 


For further information about the ICD refer to WHO International 
Classification of Diseases (ICD).

COLLECTION HISTORY 


Causes of Death statistics have been produced since the early 
1900's using various versions of the International Classification of 
Diseases (ICD). Each State/Territory office of the ABS was 
responsible for the collection and processing of causes of death data 
registered with that State/Territory until 1993, when this function was 
centralised in the Brisbane office of the ABS. 

Prior to 1997, only the underlying cause of death was coded, but with 
the adoption of the US-developed Mortality Medical Data Software 
(MMDS), all causes of death, as well as underlying cause, were 
coded for 1997 and subsequent years. The adoption of MMDS 
caused a break in the underlying cause of death statistical series due 
to differing coding interpretations inherent in the US software. ICD-10 
was introduced for the 1999 processing cycle and applied to data 
from 1997. Comparability factors to allow comparison between ICD-9 


and ICD-10 have been developed and published by the ABS. 


From the 2013 reference year onwards, new automated coding 
software called Iris was implemented to replace MMDS. This enabled 
the ABS to apply a series of ICD-10 updates, bringing the coding of 
Australian mortality data up to date with international best practice. A 
review of coding practices was also undertaken at this time, focusing 
on maximising compliance with coding rules detailed in Volume 2 of 
the ICD-10. See ABS Implementation of the Iris Software: 
Understanding Coding and Process Improvements (Technical Note) 
in Causes of Death, Australia, 2013 (cat.no. 3303.0) for further 
details.

OVERVIEW 

The survey is aimed at producing a snapshot picture of the characteristics of small 
business operators in Australia. The characteristics include age, sex, ethnicity, and 
hours worked. The survey also measures the characteristics of the small businesses 
including; state of operation, length of operation, number of operators, number of 
employees. Data is also published separately for home based businesses. 


PURPOSE 


Small businesses comprise the vast majority of Australian businesses. The 
importance of the small business sector to the Australian economy is recognised by 
researchers, government and policy makers as well as the business community as a 
whole. It is acknowledged that the characteristics and business drivers of small 
business are potentially very different to those of larger businesses and as such 
require specific, targeted policy initiatives. Central to the development of effective 
policy initiatives is a sound understanding of the nature and characteristics of this 
sector of the business economy. 


SCOPE 

The target population for the COSB survey is all households which operate a small 
business (less than 20 employees in Australia). 

The population includes businesses operated by all persons aged 15 years or over 
except; 

diplomatic personnel of overseas governments 


e overseas residents temporarily in Australia 

e members of non-Australian defence forces and their dependants stationed in 
Australia 

e members of the permanent Australian defence forces 

e agricultural businesses

Operator(s) - these businesses are referred to as ‘Businesses operated at home’ 


e where the business has no other premises owned or rented other than the 
home(s) of the operator(s) — these businesses are referred to as ‘Businesses 
operated from home’.

The target populations were Tasmanian private households - usual 
residents of private dwellings aged 18 years and over. 

Form A (households), Form B (all persons aged 18 years and over). 
Females (18+) were asked to provide information on sexual assault 
on a separate questionnaire (Form C), and were advised that there 
was no obligation to participate in that part of the survey. 


PURPOSE 

Government Agencies in Tasmania are now required to report in their 
Business Plan and Annual Report about outputs and outcomes. The 
Output methodology requires the clear identification of the full cost of 
outputs and demonstrated links between outputs and the 
achievement of the outcomes desired by government for the 
community. This enables government and departments to improve 
their strategic decision making and ensure that there is an 
appropriate connection between department’ outcomes and the 
government's policy objectives. 


The relevant outcomes for the Department of Police and Public 
Safety are: 


e asafe, secure and well-ordered community; 

e areduced incidence of crime in the community; and 

e a police service that is accessible and responsive to the 
community. 


The recommendations of the Crime Prevention and Community 
Safety Council (a Service Provider to the Community) are a related 
output, and the relevant performance indicators are the effectiveness 
of community crime prevention programs, and a reduction in the level 
of fear of crime in the community. 


In order to report to Government on the achievement of outcomes, far 
more effective measurement of the performance indicators is 
required and will be provided through the Community Safety Survey. 
This survey will provide more accurate information about the 
community's fear of crime than is provided by the Community 
Attitudes to Police Survey, together with information about how 
different factors influence levels of fear of crime. 


Crime Prevention and Community Safety Council 

One of the Council's terms of reference is to determine crime 
prevention and community safety project priorities, including 
education initiatives, and then implement, monitor and evaluate these 
projects. In order to effectively determine project priorities the Council 
needs to be informed about the nature of the crime problem in 
Tasmania. 


Another part of the Council's function is to address community safety 
issues in the Tasmanian community. An important aspect of this 
function is to identify the level of fear of crime in the community and 
attempt to identify ways to reduce fear of crime. The survey will 
provide useful information about the level of fear of crime in the 
community and the extent to which various factors influence levels of 
fear of crime in the community. This information can then be used by 
the Council to develop, in conjunction with the community, strategies 
to reduce the level of fear of crime in the Tasmanian community. 


Finally, the information provided in the survey about the nature of the 
crime problem in Tasmania, fear of crime in the Tasmanian 
community and the effectiveness of various community crime 
programs, will be used to provide strategic direction and policy advice 
to Government for example by identifying potential areas of concern 
(eg. the level of fear of crime, the influence of certain factors on fear 
of crime) that may need to be addressed through policy changes. 


Neighbourhood Watch Program 

Information that is provided on the awareness and effectiveness of 
the Neighbourhood Watch (NHW) program will be utilised to evaluate 
and to provide future directions for this program. 


Neighbourhood Watch is a major community crime prevention 
program operating in Tasmania. If a significant proportion of the 


community have not heard of NHW then this may suggest that the 
program needs to be publicised more widely so that more people are 
given the opportunity to participate in the program. If members of the 
community in general are not aware of the program then it is also 
possible that some offenders or potential offenders are not aware of 
the program either. 


In addition to indicating future directions the survey will provide 
important information to assist in the evaluation of the program. The 
survey will indicate whether NHW participants think the program is 
effective (at preventing crime). If people who are members of NHW 
are generally more fearful that those who are not members this may 
also have important implications for the program. 


National Fear of Crime Project 

The National Campaign Against Violence and Crime and the National 
Anti-Crime Strategy are currently undertaking a project on Fear of 
Crime. The first stage of the project is a research phase which will 
make recommendations for pilot projects which are likely to be tested 
in Tasmania and the Australian Capital Territory. The information that 
this survey will collect on fear of crime will provide detailed 
information on the fear of crime in Tasmania. This will greatly assist 
in the implementation of these pilot projects. 


Trend Analysis 

In a previously conducted State Supplementary Survey (1989) 
questions were asked about respondents’ perception of crime 
problems in their neighbourhood and awareness of Neighbourhood 
Watch. Some of the questions in the survey will be similar to the 
questions asked in the previous (1989) survey and this will make it 
possible to undertake some comparisons 


Other Uses 

In letters of support from other Tasmanian government agencies the 
following further specific uses were identified for the survey output: 
The Office of the Status of Women's policy development processes 
will be enhanced by the availability of some of the data from the 
proposed survey. 

The Office of Youth Affairs and Family is also interested in the 
information for policy development processes. 

The Department of Justice is in accord with the Department of Police 
and Public Safety about the need for reliable measures of Community 
Safety. 


SCOPE 

The Community Safety Survey was conducted as supplementary to 
the Monthly Labour Force Survey. For the Community Safety Survey, 
all usual residents of private dwellings aged 18 years and over were 
in scope. Special dwellings and visitors to private dwellings were 
excluded. 


Other normal Labour Force exclusions apply to scope and coverage, 


for example: 


e members of the permanent defence forces; 

e certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, 
customarily excluded from census and estimated populations; 

e overseas residents in Australia; 

e members of non-Australian defence forces (and their 
dependants) stationed in Australia; and 

e Jervis Bay Territory. 


In the Labour Force Survey, coverage rules are applied that aim to 
ensure that each person is associated with only one dwelling, and 
hence has only one chance of selection. The chance of a person 
being enumerated at two separate dwellings in the one survey is 
considered to be negligible.

Refers to person's perceptions of the likelihood that they may 
become a victim of selected crimes, as indicated by what chance 
they really thought there was of them becoming a victim of selected 
crime. 


Safety of places and activities 

Refers to how safe persons perceived selected public places and 
activities to be at night. For example shopping centres, parks, 
catching a bus, jogging/walking. 


Household motor vehicle 

Is one owned or used by members of a household, parked at or near 
the dwelling (includes a work vehicle if driven by the householder or 
vehicle provided by an employer). 


Personal precautions 

Refers to measures persons took in order to avoid becoming the 
victims of crime when they went out at night. For example going out 
with other people, carrying a personal alarm, carrying some sort of 
weapon or something that could be used as a weapon.

As a Labour Force supplementary survey, this survey operates under 
the same conceptual framework as the Labour Force. The Labour 
Force Survey provides a measure of the current economically active 
population (ie the labour force). The labour force (the sum of 
employed plus unemployed) is so defined as to be conceptually 
equivalent to the pool of labour available for the production of 
economic goods and services as defined for System of National 
Accounts measures of economic output. 


On the basis of a specific set of rules, the labour force framework 
classifies, at a given moment in time, the population above a 
specified minimum age for measuring the economically active 
population, into three mutually exclusive and exhaustive categories: 
employed, unemployed and not in the labour force. The employed 
and unemployed categories together make up the labour force, or the 
currently active population, which gives a measure of the number of 
persons furnishing the supply of labour at a given moment in time. 
The third category (not in the labour force) represents the population 
not currently active.

OVERVIEW 

Construction industry output price indexes are being developed to 
measure changes over time in the price of new construction outputs, 
other than houses. A price index for new houses is produced as part 
of the Consumer Price Index (CPI). 


Price indexes of the output of the building other than house building 
industry and the road and bridge construction industry are in 
production and available for dissemination. 


Indexes for other construction outputs will be developed and released 
progressively under a long term program to extend the scope of 
Producer Price Indexes (PPI). 


PURPOSE 

Construction industry output price indexes are used as deflators in 
the calculation of chain volume estimates of capital expenditure in the 
Australian National Accounts. The indexes are also important inputs 
into Stage of Production Producer Price Indexes. 


The construction industry is one of the driving areas in the economy, 
having a significant contribution to GDP and a multiplier effect on the 
activity in other industries. Indicators of price movement of 
construction outputs will be a valuable tool in economic analysis. 


Construction output indexes can also be used for contract adjustment 


and asset revaluation. 


SCOPE 

Building Other than Houses 

Although in concept the scope of the index is the Australian output of 
Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification 
(ANZSIC) classes 4112 Residential Building Construction n.e.c. and 
4113 Non-Residential Building Construction, user requirements and 
practical considerations have dictated a narrower coverage. Firstly, in 
line with user requirements, the index covers new construction only. 
Repair and maintenance are excluded. Secondly, although buildings 
of all functional categories, constructed in all regions of Australia are 
within scope, the practical difficulties of measuring price movements 
for such a great range of structures has required that the index focus 
on the movement in price of a selection of representative building 
types in capital cities (with the exception of Queensland where North 
Queensland is also covered). Building types were selected to cover a 
range of building complexity. The building types used for 4112 are 
flats and townhouses, and for 4113 are offices (large and small), 
shops (large and small), hotels, factories, warehouses and health 
buildings. 


As construction indexes are output indexes the valuation basis of the 
building output is at basic prices. Therefore, the price excludes 
Goods and Services Tax (GST) and any subsidies. The price of a 
building is defined as excluding the price of land, siteworks (Such as 
demolition, land clearance, roads), external services (Such as 
drainage, water and electricity connection) and design. 


Even within the focused coverage of the index, the output of the 
industry is of such a variable nature that conventional pricing 
methodology cannot be used. Instead, movement in the price of 
buildings is being measured using a component cost method. In this 
method, buildings are regarded as a set of standardised homogenous 
components. The price movement of a whole structure is effectively 
derived by measuring the price movements of its components. 


Each quarter, component prices for each region are provided by a 
consulting quantity surveyor. Prices are for work in place, paid by a 
prime contractor to a subcontractor. 


The component prices are as close as possible to market prices, that 
is they reflect not only labour, material and plant input costs, but also 


subcontractors’ margin. The preliminary and overhead expenses are 
covered in the building price, however due to the difficulty in obtaining 
an objective measure of a prime contractor's margin which is 
representative of all the activity which is within the scope of the index, 
the prime contractor's margin is fixed. 


DATA DETAIL 


Conceptual framework 

Building Other than Houses 

These indexes measure changes in the price of the output of the 
building construction industries other than the house construction 
industry. These industries are Australian and New Zealand Standard 
Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) classes 4112 Residential Building 
Construction n.e.c. and 4113 Non-Residential Building Construction. 


As construction indexes are output indexes the valuation basis is 
basic prices. Therefore, as far as possible, the builders’ selling prices 
are reflected in the index, excluding GST. The value of land is also 
excluded. 


The index is a fixed weights indexes. The items included in the index 
are chosen on the basis of work done, categorised by function and 
State of activity, as recorded in the ABS Building Activity statistics for 
the five years to 1998-99. At the top level of the index structure (ie 
the 4 digit ANZSIC classes: 4111, 4112 4113 and 4121), the values 
are calculated from National Accounts Input Output statistics. 


Roads and Bridges 
This index measures changes in the price of the output of the road 
and bridge construction industry, ANZSIC class 4121. 


As construction indexes are output indexes the valuation basis is 
basic prices. Therefore, as far as possible, the constructors’ selling 
prices are reflected in the index, excluding GST. The value of land is 
also excluded. 


The index is a fixed weights indexes. The items included in the index 
are chosen on the basis of work done, categorised by type, sector 
and State of activity, as recorded in the ABS Engineering 
Construction Activity statistics for the five years to 1998-99. 


Main outputs 
The price indexes of residential building construction n.e.c., non- 


residential building, and road and bridge construction are 
components of the price index of the Output of the General 
Construction Industry published in Table 15 of Producer Price 
Indexes, Australia (ABS cat. no. 6427.0). These indexes are also 
published separately in Table 16 which measures changes in the 
price of the output of the constituent ANZSIC groups and classes of 
the General Construction subdivision. 


The price indexes of residential building construction n.e.c., non- 
residential building, and road and bridge construction are 
components of the Stage of Production Producer Price Indexes also 
published in ABS cat no. 6427.0.

PURPOSE 


The Construction Industry Survey (CIS) collects data required by both 
internal (to the ABS) and external parties. Key external users are the 
Commonwealth and State/Territory government departments, peak 
bodies, academics/researchers, community services providers. In 
particular, information collected under this survey will enable 
government bodies and industry to support submissions and 
proposals on a range of policy issues.

Major Changes over the years 


2002-03 

The 2002-03 CIS was conducted using an improved survey 
methodology, that made far greater use of Australian Taxation Office 
data in the survey design for construction industry. All private sector 
construction businesses, employing and non-employing, were in 


scope of the survey. 


1996-97 

The 1996-97 CIS collected information for the private sector only. 
Due to the significance of smaller businesses and non-employing 
businesses in this industry, particular care was taken in the treatment 
of small businesses to ensure that an accurate statistical view was 
obtained. Two frames were used for this survey: 


- the ABS Business Register frame; and 

- asupplementary frame of non-employers drawn from the Australian 
Taxation Office business income tax files. 

The 1996-97 CIS was designed to provide finer level industry 
estimates than data from the Economic Activity Survey, down to the 4 
digit ANZSIC level (e.g. Plumbing services). The design of the CIS 
also supported State and Territory level estimates of a reliable 
quality, as far as practical.

Units: Establishment - the smallest accounting unit within a 
management unit, within a State or Territory, which controls its 
productive activities and for which a specified range of detailed data 
is available annually. 


Collection: Enumeration by mail. 
For 1988/89 a separate collection was undertaken for the public 
sector, the Public Sector Construction Activity Survey. 


1984/85 

Coverage: ABS' Business Register and Australian Taxation Office 
(ATO) files. Includes data relating to separately located administrative 
offices and ancillary units (such as head offices and storage 
premises) serving the construction establishments. 

For 1984/85 a separate collection was undertaken for the public

In recent times there has been considerable interest in extending the 
ABS Service Industries Surveys program to produce more 
comprehensive and more regular data on various Australian service 
industries. The Consultant Engineering Services Survey is part of this 
thrust. 


Development of the survey commenced on 1/7/2001 and involves 
consultation with peak bodies and industry sources including 

potential data users. These consultations assist in determining survey 
scope and content, and provide some appreciation of the level of 
coverage provided by the frame. 


Form testing was undertaken in November 2001 and February 2002 
with final adjustments to the questionnaire being made across march, 
April and May 2002.

The Association of Consulting Engineers Australia (ACEA) have been 
actively involved in the development of the survey both in 1995-96 
and for the current survey. They have a strong interest in better 
understanding the structure of their industry in terms of employment 
and financial contribution. 


Internally the collection will be primarily driven by National Accounts 
requirements for industry aggregates within ANZSIC class 7823 with 
the Environmental Statistics Unit identified as another major client. 
This demand is for Australian and New Zealand Standard Industry 
Classification (ANZSIC) class data. This survey ranks with the other 
important service industries with an expected turnover in excess of 
$4 billion. 


The Economic Activity Survey (EAS) collects employment and 
detailed financial data from a wide range of industries, including the 
Consultant Engineering Services industry. To avoid duplication, the 
Consultant Engineering Services Industry Survey collects some 
employment and financial data from a subset of its sample at a level 
of detail that meets various EAS needs (EAS in turn, collects even 
more detailed financial information from a subset of its sample to 
meet the needs of the Input-Output Section of the ABS. The 
Consultant Engineering Services Survey will be part of the Input- 
Output industry requirements ). 


It is important that the conduct of the 2001-02 survey of this industry 
has a similar scope to the previous survey of 1995-96 as comparable 
time series information is viewed as important by both the NAB and 
the ACEA. 


SCOPE 

The scope of the survey is businesses as recorded on the ABS 
Business Register classified to the Australian and New Zealand 
Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) class 7823 - Consultant 
Engineering Services which consists of businesses mainly engaged 
in providing consultant engineering services.

OVERVIEW 

The Consumer Price Index (CPI) is a measure of changes, over time, 
in retail prices of a constant basket of goods and services 
representative of consumption expenditure by resident households in 
Australian metropolitan areas. 


The simplest way of thinking about the CPI is to imagine a basket of 
goods and services comprising items typically acquired by Australian 
households. As prices vary, the total price of this basket will also 
vary. The CPI is simply a measure of the changes in the price of this 
basket as the prices of items in it change. 


The CPI measures price changes relating to the spending pattern of 
metropolitan private households. This group is termed the CPI 
population group. ‘Metropolitan’ is defined as the State capital cities, 
together with Darwin and Canberra. 


The price of the CPI basket in the base period is assigned a value of 
100.0 and the prices in other periods are expressed as percentages 
of the price in the base period. For example, if the price of the basket 
had increased by 35% since the base year, then the index would 
read 135.0. Similarly, if the price had fallen by 5% since the base 
year, the index would stand at 95.0. The current reference base 
period for the CPI is 1989-90. 


For practical reasons, the CPI basket cannot include every item 


bought by households, but it does include all the important kinds of 
items. It is not necessary to include every item that people buy since 
many related items are subject to similar price changes. The idea is 
to select representative items so that the index reflects price changes 
for a much wider range of goods and services than is actually priced. 


The total basket is divided into a number of major commodity groups, 
subgroups and expenditure classes. It covers items such as food, 
alcohol and tobacco, clothing and footwear, housing, household 
contents and services, health, transportation, communication, 
recreation, education and financial and insurance services. 


Indexes are compiled and published for each of the groups, 
subgroups and expenditure classes for each State capital city, 
Darwin and Canberra. National indexes are constructed as the 
weighted average of the indexes for each of the eight capital cities. 


Further information about the CPI is contained in the booklet A Guide 
to the Consumer Price Index, 15th Series (cat. no. 6440.0) and 
Australian Consumer Price Index, Concepts, Sources and Methods 
(cat. no. 6461.0). 


PURPOSE 

The CPI has been an important economic indicator for many years 
and actions related to movements in it have had direct or indirect 
effects on all Australians. It is now provides a general measure of 
price inflation for the household sector as a whole and is used by the 
Reserve Bank of Australia as the official measure of inflation for 
evaluating monetary policy. In the past it has been used as a starting 
point by parties to the national wage hearings and by the Industrial 
Relations Commission in determining the size and nature of wage 
adjustments. The CPI has also been used in recent years in the 
indexation of pension and superannuation payments (that is, the 
pension or payment is automatically adjusted, or ‘indexed’, using 
movements in the CPI). Many business contracts are regularly 
adjusted to take account of changes on the CPI or in some 
components of it. Rental agreements, insurance coverages and child 
support payments are frequently tied in some manner to changes in 
the CPI. 


SCOPE 
Scope: The scope of the CPI includes all consumption goods and 
services purchased by resident households in metropolitan areas. 


Coverage: As it is not possible to observe all transactions, prices are 
collected from samples of goods and services and outlets. 
Approximately 100,000 price quotations are collected each quarter 
across the eight capital cities. The items included in the sample are 
determined after considering many factors, such as the level of 
expenditure on the expenditure class, the level of homogeneity of 
items in the expenditure class, the extent to which items in the 
expenditure class are subject to different forces affecting their price 
and the ability to clearly define and measure the price of the item. 
Similarly, the range of outlets included depends on their relative 
market share for the item. 


For a broad overview of the 15th Series CPI, how to use the CPI, and 
how the CPI is calculated, refer to A Guide to the Consumer Price, 
15th Series (ABS Cat. no. 6440.0). 


DATA DETAIL 


Conceptual framework 

The CPI is constructed in accordance with principles set out by the 
International Labour Organisation (ILO) in the publication Consumer 
Price Indices; An ILO Manual, by Ralph Turvey et al (ILO, Geneva 
1989). In particular Austarlia is a signatory to the agreement included 
as an appendix to this publication. 


The CPI measures the change in the cost of purchasing a fixed 
basket of goods and services. The basket represents the purchases 
made by a particular population group in a specified period. 


The basket of goods and services used in the CPI is chosen to 
represent the spending pattern of all private households in 
metropolitan areas. 


Metropolitan consists of the Statistical Divisions (currently as defined 
for the Census of Population and Housing) for the eight capital cities 
of the States and Territories - Sydney, Melbourne, Brisbane, 
Adelaide, Perth, Hobart, Canberra and Darwin. 


No CPI is compiled for Australia as such. For general statistical 
purposes the equivalent of an all-Australia index is the series for the 


weighted average of the eight capital cities. 


The CPI relates to all expenditure by Australian resident households 


in its population group regardless of whether that expenditure is 
made in Australia or overseas. Conversely, the CPI does not, in 
concept, relate to expenditure in Australia by non-resident 
households (ie, conceptually it excludes expenditure by foreign 
visitors and foreign diplomatic representatives in Australia). 


Taking into account the definitions added in the paragraphs above, a 
more comprehensive formal description of the Australian CPI 
therefore is: a measure of changes, over time, in retail prices of a 
constant basket of goods and services representative of consumption 
expenditure by resident households in Australian metropolitan areas. 


In compiling the CPI quarterly, the objective is to measure the change 
between average price levels during one quarter and average price 
levels during the next quarter. It does not measure price changes 
between any one date and any other date, even though this may 
appear to be so in some cases. Obviously it is not practicable to 
calculate actual average quarterly price movements for most items. In 
practice a range of conventional arrangements has to be adopted in 
order to collect and calculate prices which will approximate, or 
represent, quarterly average prices - including pricing a number of 
items at one particular date in each quarter. 


The CPI is a measure of pure price change (ie, price change 
excluding the effects of any change in quality or quantity of the goods 
or services concerned). The objective is to measure each quarter the 
change in the cost of purchasing an identical basket of goods and 
services since the previous quarter. Because, in the real world, the 
qualities and quantities of goods and services available for 
consumers to purchase are continually changing, a substantial 
proportion of the effort of compiling the CPI goes to assessing the 
effect on prices of these changes and making appropriate 
adjustments before compiling the CPI. 


The CPI is a measure of changes in transaction prices - the prices 
actually paid by consumers for the goods and services they buy. It is 
not concerned with nominal, or recommended, or list prices. Again, a 
considerable amount of CPI price collection work is concerned with 
establishing actual transaction prices as distinct from recommended 
or list prices. In some items, such as motor cars and petrol, there can 
be widespread divergence from list prices through discounting of 
various kinds; the extent of discounting can vary frequently and 
rapidly. For these reasons the average price movements ultimately 


reflected in the CPI between one quarter and the next often will be 
substantially different from those perceived by particular people and 
expected by them to be reflected in the CPI. 


The CPI is often loosely called the "cost-of-living index", but strictly 
speaking this is not correct. A true cost-of-living index, among other 
things, would need to be concerned with changes in standards of 
living and with the substitutions that consumers make in order to 
maintain their standard of living in the face of changing market 
conditions (for instance, buying chicken rather than beef when beef 
prices are high). By comparison, the CPI assumes the purchase of a 
fixed basket of goods and services and measures price changes in 
that basket alone. So far, no acceptable statistical methodology has 
been devised which would enable a true cost-of-living index to be 
compiled. 


The CPI measures price change over time and does not provide 
comparisons between relative price levels at a particular date. For 
example, it does not tell us whether beef is dearer than lamb, or 
whether bus fares are dearer than train fares. The fact that the index 
number for any particular component is higher than that for another 
component in a particular quarter does not mean that the first 
component is more expensive than the second - it merely means 
that, since the reference base year, prices for the first component 
have risen more than prices for the second component. 


Similarly, the CPI does not provide any basis for measuring relative 
price levels between the different cities. Measures of relative price 
levels in different localities (Spatial price comparisons) are sought by 
many users - particularly for purposes such as assisting to set 
relative wage and salary levels, or allowances, subsidies, etc. 


The composition and weighting pattern of the CPI relate to the 
population group as a whole and not to any particular type and size of 
household. Since no one household is likely to have an expenditure 
pattern exactly matching the overall pattern of the population group, 
the CPI numbers are unlikely to reflect exactly the impact of price 
movements on particular households, or on narrower sub-groups of 
the population. The appropriateness of applying the CPI to 
individuals, or sub-groups of the population (eg, in adjusting their 
income or other money amounts involved in contractual 
arrangements), will depend among other things on the extent to 
which their particular expenditure pattern resembles the CPI 


weighting pattern. The significance of any divergence in the 
expenditure pattern of that particular individual or group from the 
average will, of course, depend on the relative dispersion of price 
movements. If the dispersion happens to be low (ie, all prices are 
changing at similar rates) the difference in expenditure patterns will 
be immaterial. 


The CPI is a chain of Linked indexes with changes in composition 
and weighting made every four or five years. Links have been made 
on anumber of occasions - the latest at June quarter 2005. During 
each period between links the weighting pattern of the CPI remains 
unchanged. At times of linking the weighting pattern is brought up to 
date, the composition of the index revised and the new CPI linked to 
its predecessors to form one continuous series. The linking process 
involves measuring overall price movement on the basis of one 
weighting pattern up to the time of the link and on another weighting 
pattern after the link. This ensures that the resulting continuous 
series reflects only price variations and not differences in cost of the 
old and new combinations and lists of items. The introduction of new 
items and weights by linking does not, of itself, raise or lower the 
level of the index.

Consumer Price Index, Concepts, Sources and Methods (cat. no.

Other concepts (summary) 
Accrual basis: The concept used in the CPI, whereby price changes 
are reflected at the time the obligation to pay is incurred - as distinct 
from when payment is made. 


Acquisition approach: The concept whereby the weight of an item in 
the CPI is based on the value of the goods or services acquired in the 
weighting base period, regardless of when payment is made. 


Basket: Commonly used term for the goods and services priced for 
the purpose of compiling the CPI. 


CPI population group: That sub-set of the Australian population to 
which the CPI specifically relates, namely metropolitan resident 
households. 


Cost of living index: An index measuring the change in the cost of 
preserving a particular standard of living. Such an index would take 
account of changes in the mode of living as well as price changes. 


The term is frequently, but incorrectly, used to describe the CPI. 


Expenditure aggregate: The common unit of measurement which 
represents the current cost in dollars per household per year of 
purchasing the same quantity of goods or services as was purchased 
in the weighting base period. Expenditure aggregates are calculated 
by applying price movements to base period expenditure weights. 


Linking: The technique used to join a new index series (eg one 
having a changed composition and weighting pattern) to an old index 
series to form a continuous series. The technique ensures that the 
resultant linked index reflects only price variations (ie the introduction 
of the new items and weights does not of itself affect the level of the 
index). 


Pricing to constant quality: The procedure of pricing the same quality 
and quantity of goods or services in successive periods. 


Pure price change: The change in the price of a good or service after 
removing any variations in price attributable to a change in quantity or 
quality. 


Splicing: A technique for introducing new items or respondents into 
the index calcuations so that the level of the index is not affected.

COLLECTION HISTORY 

Retail price indexes have been constructed since 1912 using various 
indexes composed by measuring different baskets of consumer 
goods. 


Various Retail Price indexes preceded the CPI: 


1912-1938 A Series Index, covered only food, groceries and house 
rents. Main use was for wage adjustment purposes between 1913 
and 1933. 

1925-1953 B Series Index, designed to replace A Series for 
statistical purposes but was never used for wage adjustment. 
1921-1961 C Series Index, covered food and groceries, house rents 
(4 and 5 roomed houses), clothing, household drapery, household 
utensils, fuel, lighting, urban transport fares, smoking and some 
miscellaneous items. The food and rent component of the C Series 
Index was the same as the B Series Index. The C Series Index was 
used for the purposes of wage adjustment from 1934 to 1953. 
Indexes were compiled for the capital city and four of the larger towns 
in each of the six States; a weighted average of thirty towns 
(including capital cities); and three additional towns - Whyalla, Port 
Augusta and Canberra 


1933-34 D Series Index, which was derived by combining the A and 
C Series Indexes and was compiled especially for wage adjustment 
purposes. 


1954-1960 Interim Retail Price Index, covered a wider range of 
items than the C Series and was based on post war consumption 
weights. It was intended to be a transitional index, but to some extent 
it replaced the C Series Index for general statistical purposes; it was 
never used for wage adjustment purposes. 


The Consumer Price Index was first compiled in 1960. The aim was 
to compile a series of shorter-term indexes which would be chain 
linked together to form long-term series, unlike its predecessors 
which were fixed weights. 


The CPI is reviewed and reweighted on a regular basis, normally 


coinciding with the completion of an ABS Household Expenditure 
Survey. Weights have been changed in 1963, 1968, 1973, 1974, 
1976, 1982, 1987, 1992, 1998, 2000 and 2005. 


The CPI was initially confined to the six State capital cities, with 
Canberra included in the September quarter 1964 and Darwin in the 
June quarter 1982. 


Various items have been added to the CPI basket over the years to 
mainly reflect changing consumption patterns. The main new areas 
included in the CPI over the years and the dates when they were first 
included in the measurement of price movements have been:

OVERVIEW 


The collection presents statistical series about persons held in adult 
corrective services custody or who are serving community-based 
corrections orders in Australia. It contains data about the number of 
persons in custody by sex, Indigenous status, type of custody, legal 
status; the number of persons received into corrective services 
custody each month; the number of federal prisoners; and data about 
the number of persons in community-based corrections by sex, 
Indigenous status and type of order. Rates per 100,000 adult 
population are also presented for selected data items. 


PURPOSE 


To provide a national view of prisoners in adult custodial and 
community-based corrective services agencies in Australia. This is 
achieved through comparable data across states and territories and 
provides a basis for informed discussion about accommodation and 
program delivery for adult prisoners. 


SCOPE 


All persons remanded or sentenced to adult custodial corrective 
facilities or who are serving adult community-based corrections 
orders in each state and territory in Australia. Counts of prisoners in 
the following custodial facilities are included in the collection: 


gazetted prisons in all jurisdictions; 

periodic detention centres in the Australian Capital Territory; 
community custody centres and work camps in Queensland 
cells in courts complexes administered by corrective services in 
New South Wales; 

transitional centres in New South Wales; and 

e lock-ups in Western Australia operated by the police but 
designated as a prison by the Chief Executive Office of 
Corrective Services. 


The prisons and community-based corrections collection excludes 
the following custodial facilities: 


e police lock-ups, police prisons and cells in court complexes not 
administered and controlled by corrective services; 

e gazetted police prisons in the Northern Territory; 

e juvenile detention centres, including those under the authority of 
adult corrective services; 

e immigration detention centres; and 

e military prisons. 


In all states and territories, except Queensland, persons remanded or 
sentenced to adult custody are aged 18 years and over. In 
Queensland ‘adult’ refers to persons aged 17 years and over. The 
vast majority of persons counted in the collection are adults. 
However, juveniles may be included in exceptional circumstances. 


Federal prisoners include those persons charged and sentenced 
under a Commonwealth statute, and those persons who are charged 
and sentenced under the laws of another country but transferred to 
an Australian prison to serve their sentence under the /nternational 
Transfer of Prisoners Act 1997 (Cwlth). To give practical effect to this 
legislation in Australia, the framework was introduced in January 
2003. For the purposes of this publication, federal sentenced 
prisoners are those persons who are recognised by the Criminal Law 
Division of the Australian Government Attorney-General's 
Department as having been charged and sentenced under a 
Commonwealth statute, or transferred from another country to serve 
their sentence in Australia. 


With the exception of Victoria and Tasmania, community-based 
corrections includes those persons with breached or suspended 
orders

COLLECTION HISTORY 


The collection was established in May 1976 by the Australian Institute 
of Criminology (AIC). The AIC maintained the collection until June 
1994. In September 1995 the ABS took over the responsibility for the 
collection and was provided with all unpublished data from July 1994. 
The ABS re-established the collection in February 1996 with the 
publication of the backlog of unpublished information from July 1994 
to June 1995. The second publication released in March 1996 
presented information for the remainder of the 1995 calendar year. 
Subsequent issues have been released on a quarterly basis. 


The March quarter 1998 release marked an expansion of the 
collection, with a wider scope, inclusive of periodic detainees and 
persons in Community Custody in Queensland and with more detail 
on type of sentence, legal status and security level, for both the total 


population and for Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander persons. Also 
in this quarter the National Corrective Services Statistics Unit 
(NCSSU) released the information as official ABS statistics. 
Previously it was being released as a report to the Corrective 
Services Ministers’ Council. 


Community-based Corrections information were included for the first 
time in the September 2000 release. 


Imprisonment rates were included for the first time in December 
quarter 2003 publication. Rates for Aboriginal and Torres Strait 

Islander imprisonment were not included in the September and 

December quarter publications in 2004. 


Periodic detention rates were removed from the publication in June 
2005 and a quarterly comparison table was included in March 2006. 
Information on the number and proportion of Aboriginal and Torres 
Strait Islander persons in community-based corrections was included 
as experimental data in an appendix in the June quarter 2006 
release. These tables were transferred from the appendix to the main 
suite in the March quarter 2011 publication. 


From the June quarter 2015 reference period, data for custodial and 
community based post-sentence orders are reported in separate 
categories. Prior to the June quarter 2015 reference period, post- 
sentence data were included in the sentenced prisoner and 
sentenced probation totals respectively. 


Periodic detainee counts were removed from the tables from 
September quarter 2016. 


From the March quarter 2017, the publication also presented 
additional information on persons serving community-based 
corrections as of 30 June 2015 and 2016. Details are provided for 
each state and territory on the number and crude and age 
standardised rates of persons serving community-based corrections 
orders by Indigenous status. Further details on age are provided 
nationally by sex and Indigenous status as well. 


A 10-year time series of data from June quarter 2007 to June quarter 
2017 was presented as a separate datacube in the publication in 
June quarter 2017. Data includes the number of persons serving 
custodial and community-based corrections orders by state and 
territory, as well as breakdowns by sex and Indigenous status. 


Prisoner receptions data (Flow data) was published for the first time 


in the September quarter 2017 as a separate datacube. This data 
cube includes breakdowns of prisoner receptions by legal status, sex 
and Indigenous status.

Also 
excluded are breach of bail or parole cases, appeal cases, tribunal 
matters and defendants for whom a bench warrant is issued but not 
executed. 


Main outputs 


The publication Criminal Courts, Australia (cat. no. 4513.0) presents 
statistics on Australia's criminal courts, comprised of the three court 
levels of Higher, Magistrates’ and Children's Criminal Courts. The 
statistics include counts of defendants finalised during the reference 
period (i.e. all charges against the defendant have been formally 
completed and the defendant ceases to be an item of work for the 
court). Statistics are available on: 


e Age and sex 

e Method of finalisation 

e Principal offence (i.e. the Australian and New Zealand Standard 
Offence Classification offence category associated with the most 
serious charge) 

e Principal sentence (i.e. the main sentence type received by the 
defendant)

the date of finalisation) 

e Sentence length and fine amount output by principal sentence 
and principal proven offence 


Experimental data on defendants finalised for at least one family and 
domestic violence related offence were included in the Criminal 
Courts publication for the first time in the 2015-16. The principal 
counting unit is the finalised defendant. For the purposes of the 
FDV data, a finalised defendant is defined as having one or more 
FDV related offences in the ABS criminal courts extract.

From 2010-11 the Criminal Courts publication uses the Australian 
and New Zealand Standard Offence Classification and the National 
Offence Index 2009 to classify principal offence data. Past 
publications have used the Australian Standard Offence 
Classification (2008 and 1997 editions), and the National Offence 
Index 2002. 


These classifications provide a framework for classifying criminal 
court information for statistical purposes and ensuring that the data 
are compiled on a consistent basis across the states and territories. 
The classifications are hierarchical and so allow for different levels of 
detail to be recorded depending on the level of detail in the source 
information. Associated with each classification are coding rules 
which ensure that the counting of information is consistent across 
states and territories. 


Other concepts (summary) 


Defendants who transfer between the Children's Courts and the 
Magistrates’ or Higher Courts, or from a Magistrates' Court to a 
Higher Court, are considered to be initiated and finalised in each 
court level where they appear. 

Defendants who transfer from one Higher Court level to another (e.g. 
Intermediate to Supreme Court) are considered as initiated only once 
(in the level they first entered) and finalised only once (from the level 
they finally left). 


Data for the Criminal Courts publication are presented as counts of 


defendants. These counts of defendants are obtained by aggregating 
the information for individual offences whenever a defendant has 
more than one offence presented before the courts, or receives more 
than one sentence. The rules for the aggregation process are set out 
in the Explanatory Notes for each release.

For the Criminal Courts 
collection, defendants in Higher, Magistrates’ and Children's Criminal 
Courts cases heard in the criminal courts on Cocos (Keeling) Islands 
and Christmas Island are included in the counts for Western 
Australia, where applicable.

COLLECTION HISTORY 


The Criminal Courts collection was first published for the period 1 
January to 31 December 1995 (titled 'Higher Criminal Courts 
Australia’). In 1996 the reference period moved from calendar year to 
financial year. That meant the collection was published for the 
calendar year 1996 and then for the financial year 1996-97. The 
reference period now remains as a financial year period. 


The collection initially included only Higher Criminal Courts statistics 
(i.e. Intermediate and Supreme Courts). However, in 2001-02, 
Magistrates’ Criminal Courts were also included as ‘experimental’ 


statistics in the appendices of the publication and the title of the 
publication changed to ‘Criminal Courts, Australia’. From 2003-04, the 
Magistrates' Criminal Courts statistics appeared in the main suite of 
the publication without the ‘experimental’ status. In 2004-05, 
‘experimental’ data on defendants in the Children's Courts were 
included in the publication, for most states and territories. From 2006- 
07, Children's Courts data have been included in the main suite of 
the publication without the ‘experimental’ status, for all states and 
territories and Australia. In 2008-09 and 2009-10 defendants charged 
with Commonwealth offences were separately identified in the 
Criminal Courts publication. Further data on these defendants were 
released separately in 'Federal Defendants, Selected States and 
Territories’. From 2010-11, data on federal defendants were removed 
from the Criminal Courts publication and published in the Federal 
Defendants publication (cat. no. 4515.0) only. 


From 2009-10 to 2011-12, data on length of sentences were 
published as a supplementary chapter to the collection. From 2012- 
13, these data were incorporated into the main Criminal Courts 
release. 


e Data for 2009-10 related to custodial sentences handed down in 
the criminal jurisdiction of the Higher (Supreme and Intermediate) 
Courts of Australia, for all states and territories except Tasmania. 

e Data for 2010-11 related to custodial sentences for all states and 
territories and court levels, except the Higher Courts of Tasmania 
and the Magistrates’ and Children's Courts of the Australian 
Capital Territory. 

e From 2011-12, data relate to both custodial and non-custodial 
sentences for all states and territories and court levels, with the 
exception of the Tasmanian Higher Courts.

The Cultural Industries survey is an adhoc survey which collects 
financial, employment and some activity information about all 
employing organisations in the cultural industries. 


PURPOSE 

The collection was undertaken in response to user's need for 
financial information about the cultural industries, to measure their 
size and structure on a regular basis, and their contribution to the 
Australian economy. 


SCOPE 

The collection was a survey of businesses and organisations mainly 
engaged in the film and video production, distribution and exhibition 
industries; the radio and television services industries; and the 
libraries, museums, botanic gardens and the arts industries. As with 
other service industry surveys, the scope of the collection was based 
on the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification 
(ANZSIC).

The conceptual Framework comprises the following components: 


Film and Video Production and Distribution - The collection was a 
survey of businesses and organisations mainly engaged in the film 
and video production and distribution industries. The scope of the 
collection was based on the Australian and New Zealand Standard 
Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) classes: 


e 9111 Film and Video Production; consisting of 
businesses/organisations mainly engaged in the production of 
motion pictures on film or video tape for theatre or television 
projection. This class also includes such services as casting, film 
editing and titling. 

e 9112 Film and Video Distribution; consisting of 
businesses/organisations mainly engaged in leasing or 
wholesaling motion pictures on film or video tape to organisations 
for exhibition or sale. This class also includes agents mainly 
engaged in leasing and wholesaling films and videos to 
organisations. 

Motion Picture Exhibition - The collection was a survey of 
businesses and organisations mainly engaged in the motion picture 


exhibition industry. The scope of the collection was based on the 
Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification 
(ANZSIC) class 9113 Motion Picture Exhibition; consisting of 
businesses/organisations mainly engaged in screening motion 
pictures on film or video tape. 


Television Services - The collection was a survey of businesses and 
organisations mainly engaged in the television services industry. The 
scope of the collection was based on the Australian and New 
Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) class 9122 
Television Services; consisting of businesses/organisations mainly 
engaged in television broadcasting. This class includes the 
production of television programs, whether live or on tape or other 
recording medium, for own use. This class also included the 
collection of news for television broadcasting. 


Public Libraries - The collection was a survey of organisations 
mainly engaged in the public library activities and included National, 
State and Local Government Authority libraries. Data on National and 
State archives is also included separately in the publication. 


Museums - The collection was a survey of establishments mainly 
engaged in the museums industry. The scope of the collection was 
based on the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC) class 9220 Museums; consisting of 
organisations mainly engaged in operating museums of all kinds. 
This class also includes organisations mainly engaged in historic 
house operation. 


Botanic gardens - The collection was a census of significant 
businesses and organisations mainly engaged in botanic gardens 
activity. The scope of the collection is based on the Australian and 
New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) class 9231 
Zoological and Botanic Gardens (excluding Zoological Gardens). 


Music and Theatre Productions - The collection was a survey of 
businesses and organisations mainly engaged in the Music and 
Theatre Production industry. The scope of the collection was based 
on the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification 
(ANZSIC) class 9241 Music and Theatre Productions; consisting of 
businesses/organisations mainly engaged in providing live theatrical 
or musical presentations (including concerts, opera, ballet or drama). 


Performing Arts Venues - The collection was a survey of 
businesses and organisations mainly engaged in the Performing Arts 
Venues industry. The scope of the collection was based on the 
Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification 
(ANZSIC) class 9252 Performing Arts Venues. 


Services to the Arts - The collection was a survey of businesses 
and organisations mainly engaged in providing other services to the 
Arts. The scope of the collection was based on the Australian and 


New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) class 9259 
Other Services to the Arts. 


Commercial Art Galleries - The collection was a survey of 
establishments mainly selling artwork's. The scope of the collection is 
based on the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC) class 5259 Retailing nec but includes only 
Commercial Art Galleries. 


Performing Arts Festivals - The collection was a survey of 
performing arts festivals of greater than two consecutive days 
duration. Most businesses and organisations operating festivals are 
classified to the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC) class 9259 Services to the Arts. 


Video Hire Outlets - The scope of the survey is all businesses 
classified to the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC) Class 9511 Video Hire Outlets; consisting of 
employing businesses mainly engaged in hiring pre-recorded video 
cassettes to the general public for personal use.
